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REMARKS 

The Sequence Listing submitted herewith is identical to the Sequence Listing submitted 
on December 10, 2002. The Raw Sequence Listing Error Report mailed July 14, 2003 did not 
include a marked-up copy of the previously submitted Sequence Listing. In response to a 
telephonic inquiry by the undersigned to Examiner Fredman requesting a marked-up copy of the 
previous sequence listing, Examiner Fredman kindly faxed a copy of the marked-up sequence 
listing. This marked-up copy appeared to be the same as an Error Report mailed on October 10, 
2002 from the Patent and Trademark Office.
